“Publishers are doing everything possibla
to cut down paper consumption. They have
cut down the nige of thelr papers, they
have abondoned circulation campaignn, they
have cut out the return privilege.”

J. H. Zerbey, of Pottaville, representing
the Assoclated Daflies of FPennsylvanla,
snid there nre many evidences of blas,
prejudice and unfare treatment. He said
he had been unable to get the paper
necessary to run his paper.

“1 querled 30 or 40 manufncturers in
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Columbus and
other places for prices,” sxid Mr, Zerhoy.
“Only three or fourranswered. All of them
eald, “Why don't you go back te your regu-
Inr dealer?”

Dr. H. A. Surface, State economlc
goologist for more than ten years, who
was ousted last night from his position by
the State Agricultural Assoclation, today
sent the following telegram to the EVENING
LEtaer from Harrisburg, in response to a
request for n statement:

“Nelitk the Secretary of Agriculturs
nor the iricultural Commizsion will state
definits  énsons for forcing me out I
belleve here are none, but If so, I most
earnestly want them brought to lght. The
public has a right to know. I have ab=
solutely nothing to concenl. 1 suggest that
the publle demand a hearing before tho
Secretary of Agriculture and the Commis-
glon and the Governor. If 1 have enemies
who want me out let them show themselves
and tell why, 1 Know that I have many
trienids and strangers whom [ have served
who want me to stoy, and they have tele-
graphed and requested a& publie hearing.
They will come together at any time this
i# mrranged. I have been told that there
are no charges agalnst me, and I am truth-
ful when [ say I know of none that can
be brought.

“The only one 1 have definitely learnsd s
by H. V. White. chairman of the commis-
slon. Bloomaburg, who sald, "One reason ap-
pears to be vital, It is alleged on what ap-
pears to be good authority that adjeining
States and the Federal department decline
to recognize the certificate of nursery In-
wpectlon furnished by the Pennsylvania
State Department.’

“I have lstters dated within the last week
from each of ‘the mndjoining States and the
Faderal department,” stating that they have
naver refused-to accept our nursery Inspac-
tion certificates, and that they regard them
a# favorably as those of any State.

“The commission invited me to appear
